Many artists and record companies have produced special, one-off 
collections for this yearly event. If you visit www.recordstoreday.com, you'll 


see bands from A-Ha to Rob Zombie have audio jewels waiting in the wings. 


If you’re in town Saturday, head over to our very own local, downtown 
record store: American Dream Hi Fi, located at 109 E. Sycamore St. It 
opens at 8 a.m. and won’t close until 9:45 p.m., at which time everyone will 
head to The Coterie for the after party (with music by DJ Action Jackson) 
where all the bartender-created cocktails will be music themed. During the 
day, three bands are scheduled to play: Dormant, an instrumental 
progressive post-rock band from Fort Wayne; The Pummels, a local rock 
band; and a local Ramones tribute band. We also have it on good authority 


that beer and wine will be served at the store all day long.
